"In view of the changes on the hori- 


zons for the parochial school system, I 
felt I wanted to be in on the planning for 
the parish school," she said. 


Mrs. McCormick, who has lived in the 


village 13 years, currently is vice presi- 
dent of the Dist. 59 Parents Arts Council, 
which brings cultural programs to the 
schools. She also helps plan assembly, 
programs at Queen of the Rosary School 
and gives poetry readings to some of the 
classes. She has three children cur- 
rently attending Rosary School, one 
starting school next year and two more 
in high school. 


MRS. PRITSCHER, of 119 Brandywine 


Ave., said she decided to run for the 
board because of her interest in the com- 
munity and felt the local school was a 
good place to start. 


"Our parish is part of the large com- 


munity, and by making Queen of the 
Rosary School good and strong, it im- 
proves the community as a whole," she 
said. 


Mrs. Pritscher, who has lived in the 


village for 13 years, has four children in 
Rosary School this year, another in high 
school and two more children not yet in 
school. She also is active in Elk Grove 
Village Community Service. 


The desire to become involved in the 


school led Savage, of 768 Brantwood 
Ave., to seek the parish board seat. He 
has lived in Elk Grove Village 10 years 
and is contract manager for G. A. Rafel 
Co,, an electrical contractor in Chicago. 


Savage has two children currently at 


Queen of the Rosary School, two girls in 
high school and two younger children not 
yet in school. He belongs to the Knights 
of Columbus and the Parent-Teacher

Police;are searching for a man de- 


scribed as about 25 .years of age, with 
horn-rimmed glasses, 5 feet 11 inches 
tall, 160 to 170 pounds, with dark brown 
or auburn colored hair. During the at- 
tack he was wearing a light-colored, 
short-sleeved sport shirt, dark green 
slacks and'black laced-type shoes, police 
said. 


After the attack, the assailant fled 


westward through the park to Edgeware 
Road, said police, who asked anyone who 
might have seen him to contact them. 


Police believe, the man may be the 


same man who was'involved in a series 
of .indecent exposure cases last fall and 
winter. Descriptions of the man involved 
in those incidents are similar to that of 
the attacker, police said. The exposure 
cases occurred last September, .October 
and December.

Police believe the man may be a vil- 


lage resident because no vehicles were 
used in any of the exposure cases or the 
.attack. .

His 'Hobby': 
Programming 
Computers

Computer programming is just a hob- 


by for Walter Kozacky. 


However, the Elk Grove High School 


junior has developed a computer pro- 
gram that lists all the audio-visual equip- 
ment at the school, its value and age. 
And officials in High School Dist. 214 are 
looking at the program to see if it can be 
used district-wide. 


The DCS Plaines student started the 


project with the endouragement of audio- 
visual Dir. Dave Oswald using the 
school's IBM 1620 computer. Now almost 
all the school's equipment is listed on the 
program and Walter is working on new 
computer programs. 


"The computer gives us an instant up- 


date on the equipment," Oswald said. 
"Before we had to go through and retype 
lists by hand, but now this system lists 
the type of equipment we have, its code 
and serial numbers, the date purchased 
and the price we paid." 


THE PROGRAM has been presented to 


the district's audio-visual coordinator, 
Oswald said, and a similar system might 
be used in other schools. "We feel this 
system meets our particular interests be- 
cause it lets us make value judgments 
about our equipment," Oswald explained. 


Besides giving them a list of the equip- 


ment, Walter explained, the computer 
can pull out lists of all equipment over a 
certain age and gives a breakdown of 
major categories where expenditures are 
made. Eventually, he hopes to tie in the 
cost of equipment repairs so school offi- 
cial can tell if certain equipment re- 
quires more repair than is normal. 


The programming, Walter said, was 


easy. "I started out knowing what we 
had to do and I know what the computer 
can do. It's really very simple." 


He added that he has never had a for- 


mal class in computer programming. "I 
studied electronics in sixth grade and got 
interested in that and then a friend in- 
troduced me to the computer. I just pick- 
ed it up," he explained. Eventually he 
wants to become either a computer pro- 
grammer or an electronic engineer. 


The programming work was done part- 


ly as a project for an individual study 
course he has had with Oswald and part- 
ly in his spare time. As Walter blushed 
slightly, Oswald said, "He might be a 
little bit humble, but even when he says 
it's simple he has to keep explaining it to 
me."

Talk Topic: 
Sex Bias 
In Education 


Sex discrimination is to be the topic of 


education workshop tomorrow at the 
Faust Hotel in Rockford. 


The meeting — third in a series on the 


problems facing women in education — 
is sponsored by the Michael J. Bakalis, 
state superintendent of public instruc- 
tion. Conferences also have been held in 
Chicago and Peoria. 


The state school chief said the main 


purpose of the sessions is to acquaint 
educational decisionmakers, mostly men, 
with the stereotypes and discriminatory 
practices that hinder women today. 


"The discrimination against women 


that we see more and more clearly 
throughout our society," Bakalis said, 
"is too often nurtured in our schools and 
must be erased there before it can be 
ended generally." 


THE MEETING will focus on two 


areas: discrimination in hiring, promo- 
tion and salaries, and the fostering of 
bias through textbooks, curriculum and 
the general classroom context. 


"Women make up the vast majority —

To Band Chiefs 
Parting Remarks

Reaction to the resignation last week 


of Wheeling High School Band Dir. Irwin 
Brick has been mixed, ranging from in- 
digna^ion to mild agreement. 


Brick, who had been band director at 


the school for three years, resigned his 
post last week with a statement criti- 
cizing the school's band program. De- 
spite his grievances, he said he wants to 
continue working at Wheeling High 
School as a music teacher. 


Brick charged the band program puts 


priority on marching contests at the ex- 
pense of music education. The adminis- 
tration, he said, is exploiting the band 
for public relations purposes. He termed 
his own position "superficial." 


Student Band Pres. Jerry McGlothin 


said yesterday some band members dis- 
agree with Brick and believe their con- 
c e r t s are 
educational. However, 


McGlothin said band members have 
agreed to make no formal statement on 
the resignation because they want to con- 
centrate on winning a competition this 
summer in Winnipeg, Canada. 


Wheeling High School Prin. Tom Shir- 


ley, who was specifically criticized by 
Brick, declined comment on the resigna- 
tion. 


High School Dist. 214 Supt. Edward 


Gilbert said yesterday he does not be- 
lieve the district's music programs are 
one-sided and said he hoped "our pro- 
grams will be balanced between the per- 
forming part and the development of mu- 
sicianship." 


HE ADDED neither the district's 


board of education nor the central ad- 
ministration put pressure on band direc- 
tors to perform. "We are kind of amazed 
sometimes at the amount of participation 
there is by the bands and the interest 
many of the parents have in it" 


"Mr. Brick was expressing his opinion 


and I have to commend him for the deci- 
sion he made to withdraw himself from 
his position because what he was doing 
apparently conflicts with his personal 
values." 


Band directors from three other schools 


in Dist. 214 said they do not think they 
were pressured by their administrations 
into making appearances they felt were 
unjustified. ; 


"If there were pressures on his pro- 


gram they were from his specific situ- 
ation," Lendell King, band director at 
Rolling Meadows High School, said. "I 
don't think the district has a policy forc- 
ing anyone to compete in a lot of things." 


Don Caneva, director at Hersey, and 


Doug Peterson at Elk Grove agreed they 
felt no pressure from their adminis- 
trations. Peterson said, "In our case we 
have zero pressure from the adminis- 
tration to perform anywhere. Whether a 
band performs or not is primarily dic- 
tated by the director and only secondar- 
ily by the administration." 


However, Fred Elliot, band director at 


Forest View High School, said he agreed 
in part with the things Brick said. "I 
think perhaps he may have been some- 
what extreme in his criticism," he said, 
"but I think most of the directors would 
agree there is an overemphasis in the

"It is our conviction that prayer is 


deeply needed and of vital Importance at 
this time. We believe that all of us must 
now be counted upon to do our full share 
in bringing to bear the immense power 


for good that is native to prayer.. " 


LAST WEEK, the denomination's inter- 


national daily newspaper, The Christian 
Science Monitor, urged in a front-page 
editorial that prayer be used in ap- 
proaching the Vietnam problem. 


"Peace 'has* always been elusive," the 


editorial said. "But by men's raising 
their vision above the evidence of battle 
to the spiritual norm of harmony-and 
peace, the inspiration and courage to se- 
cure peace will be found." 


The Monitor editorial added that "it is 


in a willingness to see that peace is 
above and yet available to the partici- 
pants, supported in a divine plan and im- 
pulsion for harmony among men, that ef- 
forts toward peace can begin." 


At services Sunday, the directors' mes- 


sage was read again to the congregation 
of the Arlington Heights church, and the 
other branch churches.

for the winter Be sure that all tools with 
cutting edges are sharp and free of 
nicks, also that tool handles are tight, 
free of splinters and defects. 


Home ladder accidents account for 


more than 39 per cent of all accidental 
deaths and disabling injuries in the U S. 
each year, falls from one level to anoth- 
er rank as the principal home accident 
cause. When using a straight ladder for 
reaching high places, be sure to rest its 
feet securely on a solid base and don't 
forget the 1 to 4 rule — distance of feet 
to wall should be V» the ladder length 
overall. It is easier to climb, safer to 
work from, puts less stress on the lad- 
der, so advises the Institute for Safer 
Living 


Amateur home painters are most likely 


to have accident trouble when they de- 
vise a makeshift scaffold or ladder for

The headboard-wall of doors can be 


finished to match bedroom furniture. But 
since this is an accent area, something 
different might be done. A black-brown 
stain could be applied to "age" the wood 
and the wall behind painted a vivid color 
picking up the bedspread's principal 
shade. 


Another fascinating headboard can be 


made by doweling together lengths of 
stock spindles or balusters, available at 
lumber yards and woodworking shops. 
Some horizontal doweling also is neces- 
sary for rigidity, and it's best, again, to 
mount this headboard directly against 
the wall.

Composite Drawing Depicts Molester 


Elk Grove Village police have released 


a composite drawing of a man wanted 
for molesting a 10-year-old village youth 
and indicated the suspect may be in- 
volved in as many as 14 similar incidents 
in the metropolitan area over a four- 
month period. 


Village detectives said they now be- 


lieve the suspect in the Elk Grove Vil- 
lage case is the same man involved in a 
number of similar incidents in the De- 
Kalb-Sycamore-St. Charles area since 
January.

Dear Dr. Lamb - Will you please dis- 


cuss labrinthitis? In years back we sel- 
dom .heard of people being dizzy. Now 
many people have dizziness. It is report- 
ed that Dale Evans 'and Jimmy Durante 
have it. 


Dear Reader — 1 can't speak for either 


Dale Evans or Jimmy Durante's medical 
status, but it does seem there are a lot 
more people with dizziness problems or 
difficulties in balance (labyrinthitis) than 
there used to be. It is also called vertigo. 


There are many different causes for 


this problem but they are all related to 
the balance mechanism. Inside each ear 
there are three little canals or tubes that 
are shaped in the form of a half circle. 
Each one is perpendicular to the other. 
Thus, they measure the movement of the 
head in ail three dimensions. 


These little tubes are much like a car- 


penter's level and when the fluid in them 
moves a signal is sent to the brain to 
help provide position sense. Moreover, .if 
the canals or the mechanism for trans- 
mitting their signal to the brain stops 
functioning properly, the brain gets mis- 
information which results in loss of bal- 
ance or dizziness, 


The balance mechanism of the ear is 


separate from the hearing. Thus, one 
may have dizziness with or without hear- 
ing problems. There are many causes for 
these problems. One condition is called 
Meniere's disease, named after the doc- 
tor who first described it. It consists of 
the dizziness with intermittent hearing 
loss and ringing in the ears and not in- 
frequently causes nausea and vomiting. 
These attacks are often sudden and last 
for a few minutes to several hours and 
then may disappear for quite some time. 
During the episodes because of the dizzi- 
ness the individuals frequently can't 
walk. This problem seems to be related 
to an accumulation of too much fluid in

THE OTHER common cause is related 


With the pres- 
ence of atherosclerosis (fatty deposits in 
the <arteries) in our population it is not 
surprising that the small arteries that 
provide blood to the little canals can be- 
come diseased and when this affects the 
blood supply to these areas, dizziness 
and loss of balance become a way of- life. 
This is frequently seen in older people. It 
is just one more of the unending list of 
problems that occur from atherosclerosis 
and further reason for proper habits. 


Vertigo or dizziness of course can be 


caused by other things including excess 
motion. Some people are more suscepti- 
bel to motion sickness than other people. 
Rarely dizziness is the result of a brain 
tumor. Also, the affects of drugs should 
be added to the list. Many of the drugs 
and some tranquilizers that are used 
sometimes cause the complication of. ver- 
tigo and dizziness. Among these drugs is 
the excessive use of alcohol, tobacco or 
salicylates '(aspirin or aspirin-like medi- 
cines).

Let's Reject 


Eye Exam Bill 


Legislation now pending in the Il- 


linois Senate would require a vision 
examination by a licensed oph- 
thalmologist or optometrist of hun- 
dreds of thousands of school chil- 
dren entering kindergarten or first 
grade, and fifth and ninth grades. 


in view of the questionable bene- 


fits of such a requirement, coupled 
with the tremendous financial bur- 
den it would impose on the parent's 
of those children, we oppose the 
passage of this bill. 


House Bill 2033 has already 


passed the House and is awaiting 
action by the full Senate with a "do 
pass" recommendation from the 
Senate Labor and Commerce Com- 
mittee. 


Apparently headed for approval, 


the bill strikes us as nothing more 
than "make-work" legislation for 
the 2,700 optometrists in the state, 
most of whom are located in the 
Chicago area. 


Estimates on the number of Illi- 


nois students which would be af- 
fected by this legislation range 
from 450,000 to more than 800,000. 
While there are 2,742 licensed opto- 
metrists in the state to date, there 
are only about 450 ophthalmolo- 
gists, again concentrated in the Chi- 
cago area. 


Although the ophthalmologists 


are included in HB 2033, the bulk 
of the new business would go to op- 
tometrists. In fact, the Illinois Oph- 
thalmological Assn. opposes HB- 
2033. 


Additionally, the bill specifically 


prohibits family physicians from 
performing the examination. 


The cost of this program to par- 


ents, too many of whom already 
are in financial straits, is stagger- 
ing. 


Optometrists and ophthalmolog- 


ists would receive their normal 
professional fee — from $15 to $35 
— with no discussion of reduced 
rates. 


Last year the legislature passed 


another bill, establishing a vision 
screening program throughout the 
state. While that program already 
is in effect in many school dis- 
tricts, it is not mandatory until 
September. 


While this system of examination 


certainly is not perfect, most 
health and education experts agree 
It is highly effective in detecting 
most vision problems among school 
children. 


Under this program the children 


are screened by trained profes- 
sionals who then refer any students 
who do not pass the test to ophthal- 
mologists or optometrists, The cost 
of the screening program per child 
varies from 50 cents to slightly 
more than $1 across the state. 


House Bill 2033, is, indeed, con- 


troversial. 


Individuals and organizations in- 


volved with good vision and educa- 
tion have lined up on both sides of 
the issue. We feel, however, the 
constituency of the opposing sides 
supplies a valid insight in consid- 
ering the worth of the bill. 


Supporting the passage of the 


legislation are: the Illinois Opto- 
metric Society, the Illinois Feder- 
ation of Business and Professional 
Women's Clubs, the Illinois High 
School and College Driver Educa- 


tion Association, the Vision Con- 
servation Institute, the New Vision 
Foundation, 
the 
Illinois 
Inter- 


professional Council of the Health 
P r o f e s s i o n s and the Sporting 
G oo d s Representatives Associ- 
ation, among others. 


Working for the defeat of the bill, 


however, are: the Illinois Academy 
of Pediatrics, the Illinois Pediatric 
Coordinating Council, the Illinois 
Academy of Family Physicians, the 
Illinois Department 
of 
Public 


Health, the Illinois Department of 
Public Aid, the Chicago Teachers 
Union and the Illinois Medical So- 
ciety. 


The optometrists claim the only 


effective way to examine chil- 
dren's eyes is in their offices, with 
their equipment and with them 
doing the testing. 


To support their contentions, 


they point to a study done several 
years ago in Orinda County, Calif. 


The Orinda Study contends the 


method of screening in use in Illi- 
nois is inadequate and results in 
both over and under referrals to 
eye specialists. Instead, the study 
supports the use of another meth- 
od, with the examination being 
done by ophthalmologists or opto- 
metrists. 


H o w e v e r , the same Orinda 


Study, being cited by those in favor 
of House Bill 2033, contains, in its 
conclusions, 
strong 
arguments 


against programs such as that now 
under consideration. 


Initially, the study states the ex- 


amination should be done only 
upon the student's first entering 
school. Thereafter, a simple Snel- 
len (eye chart) test should be giv- 
en. 


Speaking of over-referrals, the 


study states they, "represent an 
unnecessary cost to the commu- 
nity." By definition, House Bill 
2033 provides for 100 per cent refer- 
ral. 


Furthermore the Orinda Study 


concludes, "The professional ex- 
aminer should act as an employe 
of the agency responsible for the 
school health program and, even if 
he is a part-time employe, should 
not be in private practice in the 
area so that the economic interest 
of the examiner cannot become an 
issue." 


Approval of the bill will be a 


windfall for optometrists. 


The screening program now in 


effect has not been given adequate 
opportunity for evaluation and cer- 
tainly should not be scrapped until 
its'effectiveness is known. 
i 


As the optometrists state they 


have nothing but the best interests 
of the students at heart, likewise, 
we cannot believe the ophthalmo- 
logists, pediatricians and family 
physicians would put that consid- 
eration aside in opposing the bill. 


While we certainly are com- 


pletely in favor of visual health for 
the school children of Illinois, we 
are convinced the passage of 
House Bill 2033 will do little toward 
achieving that end and heap fur- 
ther financial burden on parents.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Every so often

That's easier said in a moment of 


pique than possible to effect in a country 
that exports about $43 billion worth of 
goods, 13 per cent of the world total, and 
imports about the same amount. 


The United States conceivably could go 


it alone, but there's no guarantee for how 
long. And the cost to its standard of liv- 
ing would be high. That's apparent from 
the reams of background information 
being distributed in connection with 
Work) Trade Week May 21-27. 


Isolationism would affect everything 


from Jobs to the way you travel and 
whether you could top the morning dish 
of cereal with bananas. 


Your automobile, for instance, is likely 


to contain 31 materials imported from 32 
countries, according to a State Depart- 
ment booklet on trade policy. Your tele- 
phone has 48 materials imported from 18 
countries. Your newspaper probably is 
printed on imported newsprint. Missiles 
defending the United States incorporate 
10 materials from 15 foreign countries. 


We also depend on imports for large 


amounts of mercury, zinc, lead and iron 
ore. About 40 per cent of the agricultural 
products imported are not produced in 
commercial quantities in the United 


States; bananas, coconuts, jute, coffee, 
tea and cocoa beans, to name a few. 
"Then there is that all-important ques- 
tion of jobs. Some of them, of course, are 
being taken away by the goods foreign 
countries pour into the U.S. But it's a 
two-way street. Many U.S. plants would 
shut down if their supplies of imported 
raw materials were cut off. At least 90 
per cent of the tin, diamonds, chrome, 
bauxite, cobalt, beryllium, nickel, as- 
bestos, manganese and crude rubber 
used in the U.S. is imported. 


The U.S. Department of Labor has esti- 


mated that each billion dollars worth of 
exports creates 91,000 jobs. In 1971, the 
U.S. exported $43 billion worth of goods 
which figures out to 3.913 million jobs. 
The Department's overall data includes 
the estimate that in 1969 more than 2.65 
million jobs were related to merchandise 
exports, or 3.8 per cent of total private 
employment. 


Farmers would be especially hard hit 


if the U.S. adopted a "go it alone" policy 
in trade. The U.S. is the largest exporter 
of farm products, accounting for about 
one-fifth the world's agricultural exports. 
More than one-third of our wheat, rice, 
soybeans, cotton and tobacco are export- 
ed. The crops from one of every four 
acres harvested are exported, and those 
exports provide employment for one out 
of eight farm workers. 


Chemicals,' aircraft, computers and 


other electrical apparatus are among our 
principal exports in the area of manufac- 
tured goods. 


Sales, Earnings 
For ITT Soaring 


International Telephone and Telegraph 


Corp. (ITT) recently reported record 
sales and earnings for the first quarter 
of the year and expressed confidence 
that "continued strength in the European 
economy and an upturn in many areas of 
ITT's domestic activities will provide the 
basis for another peak year for the com- 
pany." 


Harold S. Geneen, chairman and presi- 


dent of ITT, disclosed first quarter re- 
sults at the firm's recent annual meeting 
in Memphis, Term. Total sales and reve- 
nues of ITT and its worldwide subsi- 
diaries rose to a new peak of $1.9 billion 
in the first three months of 1972. This is 
an increase of 17 per cent over the $1.6 
billion in sales reported for the same pe- 
riod last year. 


Consolidated income for the first quar- 


ter before an extraordinary item reached 
a record volume of $91.6 million, com- 
pared to 80.7 million a year ago, an in- 
crease of 14 per cent. In addition, the 
corporation recorded an extraordinary 
gain of $3.2 million or 3 cents a common 
share resulting from the sale of its inter- 
est in the Hajoca Corp. as required un- 
der consent decrees with the U.S. gov- 
ernment. 


Earnings per common share before the 


extraordinary item, reached a record for 
the quarter at 75 cents. This is a 10 per 
cent increase over the earnings of 68 
cents a common share for the same 
quarter last year. 


Results for the first quarter of 1972 


have been restated to reflect operations 
of companies acquired in pooling of in- 
terests transactions since March 31 of 
1971. 


ITT DECIDED NOT to appeal a feder- 


al court order issued recently in Phila- 
delphia in which the corporation was or- 
dered to leave three places on its board 
of directors vacant until a special stock- 
holders meeting is held to fill the va- 
cancies. This reduces the current num- 
ber of board members from 20 to 17 per- 
sons. A special meeting to elect the three 
additional members will be announced at

pected to reach $800 million according to 
Geneen. This compares with $654 million 
in capital outlays in 1971. 


Earnings for both first quarters of 1971 


and 1972 include a recurring capital gain 
in the sale of the Nippon Electric Co. 
stock.

opments which have involved the corpo- 
ration, Geneen said ihere was no con- 
nection between support of the San Diego 
convention and visitors bureau and a re- 
cent antitrust settlement. The allegation 
that corporate officials sold stock on the 
basis of inside information about the set- 
tlement is not true, he said. He said the 
allegation of secret tax rulings on Hart- 
ford stock was untrue, since this infor- 
mation had been disclosed to all stock- 
holders in a tender offer. He said the 
shredding of documents in the ITT Wash- 
ington office was "a local decision taken 
by a small group of people who were 
concerned with the fact that their files 
seemed to be exposed to an invasion of 
their privacy.

Illinois Blue Shield operated at a 


record pace in 1971, according to Robert 
M. Redinger, the plan's executive vice 
president. 
v 
In his annual report to subscribers, 


Redinger said Blue Shield paid out a new 
high of $64,043,000 in benefits for its 
members in 1971, an increase of about 
$12 million compared with 1970. He said 
approximately 1,079,500 medical-surgical 
claims were paid in 1971, compared with 
948,000 the previous year. 


Redinger reported that income for 1971 


t o t a l e d a record 
$70,252,000,• up 


$14,395,000 from 1970. Under Part B 
Medicare — the medical-surgical portion 
of the law — Blue Shield administered 
the payment $51,138,000 for 821,669 
claims processed in 1971, he said. 


Redinger said although Blue Shield has 


a record performance in 1971, it showed 
a loss of about $3' million in its oper- 
ations. He added, "Actually this is better 
than had been projected at the beginning 
of 1971 and we feel that 1972 will show an 
improvement." 


"In the meantime,"' he said, "the 


Plan's reserves -for future medical care 
and contingencies — more than $7 mil- 
lion — are adequate for foreseeable cir- 
cumstances." 


REDINGER'SAID Blue Shield contin- 


ued experimentation with new forms of 
health care delivery and financing. He 
said among the most promising alternate 
systems are prepaid group practice and 
foundations for medical care. 


Redinger said, "prepaid group practice 


is a health delivery system in which a 
number of physicians representing sev- 
eral specialties group together and agree 
to provide a comprehensive range of 
health services for a fixed monthly fee 
per individual or family.

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The Waiting Child 


The Rewards Of Trans-Racial Adoption 


by ELEANOR RIVES 


(Second of four parts) 


For every family interested in adopt- 


ing a hard to place child, there is a child 
waiting. A black child, A child of mixed 
parentage. An older, school age child. A 
minority race child. A child with a physi- 
cal handicap. A child with an emotional 
problem. 


For every family desiring a white,. 


healthy infant, there are long waiting 
lists, countless frustrations, a lengthy 
waiting period culminated by probable 
failure to obtain such a child. 


Many families in the northwest sub- 


urbs, when they became acquainted with 
the plight of the "waiting" child, turned 
to trans-racial adoption — families like 
the Alan Andersons of Des Plaines; the 
Tom Deets and Philip Croels of Hanover 


Park; the Dale Ungers, the Martin Koifs 
and the John Flynns of Arlington 
Heights; the Wally Haskins of Stream- 
wood; and the Ron Hagers of Carpen- 
tersville. 


"WE'RE UNIQUE: we're a hybrid 


family," said Mrs. Unger. The Ungers 
have one biological child (the term adop- 
tive families prefer over "natural" child 
— but "natural" is much less offensive

Their daughter Ruth is 12; their two 


adopted Caucasian boys, Timothy and 
Paul, are 9 and 5; and their toddler, 
Marybeth, an adopted black/white child, 
is 2. 


"Marybeth is the pet of the neighbor- 


hood," said Mrs. Unger. "When we 
brought her home, the neighbors brought 
over a beautiful cake. We've never had 
any problems." 


The Ungers are eagerly awaiting the 


imminent arrival of their fifth child, a 
little Mexican baby girl. Their adoptions 
have been made through Lutheran Child 
and Family Service. 


BECENTLY NAMED "Mother of the 


Year" by the northwest suburban chap- 
ter of Zero Population Growth, is Mrs. 
Martin Koif of the Northgate section of 
Arlington Heights. 


A rather startling choice. For Nina 


Koif has six children. But three of them 
were born before overpopulation became 
a family dinner topic. And three of them 
are black adopted boys. 


When the Koifs decided to adopt three 


years ago, their youngest child, Mat- 
thew, was 6, and their girls, Valerie and 
Pamela, were 12 and 10. Nina was not 
too anxious to begin all over again with 
an infant. ' 


She thumbed through the yellow pages 


to "Adoption." Through the Department 
of Children and Family Services of Illi- 
nois, she learned of trans-racial adoption 
and realized that they were indeed a 
"needed" family. 


THEN BEGAN A rather painful period 


of self-examination. "Where do our real 
values lie? How are we raising our chil- 
dren?" Martin and Nina asked each oth- 
er. 


Within two weeks, the Koifs decided on 


a trans-racial acoption — a boy of any 
race, it made no difference. So two and a 
half years ago, their first black son, Bil- 
ly, now 5, came to live with them. 


"Here was Billy, the novelty of the 


community," said Mrs. Koif. "The only 
black child in a neighborhood of whites 
and the only black child in a family of 
six. We decided that two more black sons 
would make it much easier for all three 
to adjust, to help each other out and to 
identify." 


So two years ago, the Koifs adopted 


Alfie, now 4; and six months age Darryl, 
now 6, joined the family. 


WITH EACH OF the adoptions, there 


have been few problems, nothing more 
serious than some name-calling, directed 
not only at the adopted boys but at the 
older children as well. 


"When you adopt black children, they 


become part of the white culture, be- 


" cause they have white parents. Your 


white children become part of the black 
culture. They learn the problem of black- 
ness and when they le'ave home and go 
out into the world, they will know how to 
deal with it," said Nina. 


Having black brothers has given the 


Koif children a better understanding of 
the black problem in society. "We taught 
them not to judge people by material 
goods or life style," she said. "Now they 
must stand up for what they believe." 


THE KOIFS HAVE had no emotional 


problems with their adopted boys, no 
special psychological treatment. She has 
nothing but praise for their marvelous 


IT'S REAL "BROTHER"hood when a 
biological and an adopted son are as 
close as these two Koif boys. "Your 


powers of adjustment. Her main concern 
at present is to help each of her six chil- 
dren to develop individually within the 
family unit. 


When asked "Do you have a sociology 


or psychology background?" she laughed 
and replied, "No, but I sure am learning 
fast!" 


There is no role-playing in the Koif 


family, 'Everyone shares duties. The 
Koifs' try to give individual time to each 
child, more time with the older children 
after the younger ones have gone to bed. 
They consider "blackness" a part of the 
younger ones' individuality. 


"WHEN YOU REGARD parenthood 


not as a sideline but as a career, you 
become very sensitive to the needs of 
your children. We've never been denied 
anything because of our color. Now 
we've become very sensitive to subtle 
discrimination," said Mrs. Koif. 


"We want all our children to open up 


to us, to communicate, so that we can 
support them. We must let each adopted 
child know that when anyone calls him 
'nigger,' it doesn't lessen him in any 
way. 


"Parents who try to insulate their 


children by living in an all-white suburb 
are in reality failing their children. Be- 
cause some day those children will have 
to face society as it is, to understand and 
deal with the problem of blackness. All- 
white suburbs aren't the answer. You 
can't keep'running forever!" 


NINA KOIF refuses praise, retreats 


hastily from admiration. "Don't say to 
me, 'What you're doing is wonderful,' 
she snapped, then added with deep, con- 
viction, "These children have given more 
to us and made our lives so meaningful. 
It's not what are the problems involved, 
but what are the benefits. They make us 
aware of what's happening; they have 
broadened our lives." 


When the Alan Andersons of Des 


Plaines looked into .the adoption picture 
five years ago, they found long waiting 
lists for 'white babies, while hundreds of 
other adoptable children waited. 


"All we really cared about was a 


black children become part of th» 
white culture and your white children 
part of the black," said Mrs. Koif. 


healthy, normal baby," said Donna An- 
derson. 


AND SO THEY decided on trans-racial 


adoption. Today their two biological 
daughters, Dawn and Teal, are 9 and 6, 
They have an adopted daughter, Brooke, 
4, who is half black, half Menominee In- 
dian; an adopted Filipino son, Aron, at 
most 3; and an adopted baby, Krista, 2, 
who is black/white. Brooke and Aron 
were adopted as infants; Krista at 7 
months. The adoptions were bandied by 
Chicago Child Care. 


When Brooke joined the family, trans* 


racial adoption was still rare. But, ex- 
cept for a little name-calling among chil- 
dren and for a few adults who felt chil- 
dren "like that" are better off in orpha- 
nages, she was well received in the 
neighborhood. 


"We were very naive," said Donna. "It 


never occurred to us there might be any 
prejudice at all. We couldn't imagine 
that any intelligent adult could be'prej- 
udiced against a child." She emphasized, 
however, that Brooke's adotion occasion- 
ed far more pleasant than unpleasant ex- 
periences in the neighborhood. 


THE ANDERSONS feel that, their 


adopted children have enriched the lives 
of their biological children immensely. 
"It's really a lovely thing," said Donna. 
"We're building a cultural family li- 
brary on their backgrounds." 


Al and Donna love and enjoy children. 


In fact, they have love to spare and so 
they are in the process of obtaining a 
little Korean boy to add to their family 
circle. They are working through the 
Holt Adoption Program in Creswell, 
Ore. an agency that specializes in bring- 
ing "waiting" Korean children to Ameri- 
can families. 


Said Donna, who spends most of her 


time at home with the children, "Our 
kids are our kids. Their racial back- 
grounds make them unique, but first of 
all they are our kids. I feel these chil- 
dren are really mine."

; longer bouncy and full. They are ex- 
1 pensive and really too good to discard. Is 
; there any way to restore them to be 
; bouffant again? Would welcome any sug- 
- gestioas —Marie Caviani. 


No reason why you can't use the same 


method that so many use to give life to 
limp nylon curtains. One way is to dis- 
solve 1 cup Epsom salts in a cup hot 
water and when dissolved add 1 quart 
cold water. Dip the slips in and then 
drip-dry. One reader reported she dipped 
her curtains in >a solution of' liquid 
starch. Another used a % cup starch to 1 
gallon of water. Never wring — always 
drip-dry. The best way to dry this type of 
slip is the way one dries crinolines: Put 
a piece of plastic over an opened um- 
brella and arrange the slips over it.

Inside of four hours you can jet to 


Mexico City and from there the options 
of spice for your stay are numerous. 


You can enjoy the cosmopolitan side of 


the town on Reforma Boulevard, with its 
almost continental atmosphere, centering 
yourself around the city's restaurants 
which offer a wine sauce cuisine. Or, go 
native and seek out an 
atmosphere 


where tangy Latin music 'sets the pace 
for after-dinner frolic. 


Aside from the sumptuous, Mexico, 


with its great capital and resort areas, 
offers a culture inviting to those who are 
"Norteamericano." Our neighbors in 
Mexico are Americans too. 


ON A FOUR-DAY trip to Mexico City 


and Acapulco recently, the country's fla- 
vors came through magnificently, with 
the people and their heritage offering as 
much pleasure as this traveler's experi- 
ence has encompassed. 


A morning tour of Mexico City and 


contact with its people gives the feeling 
of warmth and sincerity so often missed 
elsewhere. 


Their history is one similar in a sense

in small doses, it's a golden experience. 
But, try to absorb too much of her at a 
time and you'll be burned. 


Diversifications offered by the coastal 


bay area are numerous and unique 
enough so that time can pass at a decent 
pace and there'll always be plenty to do. 


Water skiing, with or without a para- 


chute on your back to send you flying, 
provides a thrill that can be regulated to 
fit your meter.

And, the food, as in 
Mexico City, is a delight. The main strip 
off the bay is lined with good restau- 
rants. One not to be missed is the Para- 
dise Restaurant on Condesa Beach, 
where shrimp and red snapper 
are 


served as fine as any in the world. 


Located in the Golden Zone, north of 


the Paradise, and between the Condesa 
del Mar and El Presidente Hotels (both 
good places to stay) are the Indian Fly- 
ers.

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We all react differently to food special- 


ties in other countries. 


A serving of tripes, cscargots or lapin 


(rabbit) — popular fare in most French 
restaurants, delights many. 


However, the mere mention of these 


might throw some folks into a panic — 
especially if they're squeamish about 
trying anything that doesn't have the 
look of Yankee pot roast. 


It's a good idea to at least sample for- 


eign dishes — like paella in Spain, pasta 
in Italy, curry in India, fondue in Swit- 
zerland. Who knows? — you might find 
you like exotic foods better than you 
thought! 


Here are some favorites from various 


cities. 


LONDON: "Fish 'N Chips" is still a 


prime, favorite. Smothered with salt and 
vinegar, fish and chips should be eaten 
with the fingers, and accompanied with a 
glass of stout or dark ale. Prices vary, 
but on an average, a portion is available 
for about 50 cents. 


If you're lucky enough to find an Eng- 


lish restaurant or hotel featuring jugged 
hare on the menu, try it. This rare dish 
represents the best of English traditional 
cooking and probably had its origin in 
feudal days, when a hare was a prize 
catch for a hunter looking for game to 
feed his family. 


The term "jugged" doesn't mean it's 


cooked or served in a jug — that's just 
part of the preparation. 


FRANKFORT: Ask for rippschen mil 


k r a u t (pork and sauerkraut), or 
sauerbraten mit kartoffelklossen (dump- 
lings with sour roast). 


MADRID: Don't wince if your host in- 


sists you sample baby eels. Pretend, if 
you must, that you are eating spaghetti, 
but don't miss this specialty of the Bas- 
que Country. 


Paella is a dish of country origin from 


the Valencia area, and there are those 
who claim it is not real paella unless it's 
cooked outdoors, over an open fire. But 
we think it's delicious wherever it's cook- 
ed. 


LISBON: Try octopus with mushroom, 


or better yet, octopus stew. Honest! It's 
great. 


ATHENS: If you like eggplant, ask the 


waiter for moussaka, fast becoming the 
national dish throughout Greece. It's a 
"pie" of fried eggplant, ground meat and 
grated cheese covered with bechamel 
sauce and baked, 


Also try dolmades, which is stuffed 


vine leaves with ground meat and rice 
served with a white lemon sauce. This 
was one of our favorites. 


PARIS: There is so much to enjoy in 


this gourmet capital we couldn't possibly 
list it all in this column. 


Try veal kidneys with mushrooms 


(rognon de veau aux champignons). 
Mushrooms, butter, cognac, chopped 
parsley and sour cream go into the prep-

aratlon of this fine dish, usually served 
with boiled rice. 


Also, forget what you are eating and 


enjoy cervelle au beurre noir, plain 
boiled brains (of veal, beef or mutton) 
basted with a sauce made of butter 
heated until dark brown and lemon juice 
and served with steam-cooked potatoes. 


CAIRO: When we were in Egypt last 


January we tried so many new dishes we 
hope to include more information on 
them later. 


Of course, shish-kebab and moulokhia 


are favorites of travelers to the Nile. Ke- 
bab was originally a Turkish specialty, 
but the Egyptians claim to have im- 
proved and even surpassed the Turks in 
its preparation. It was delicious every- 
where we had it in Egypt. 


Moulokhia is the national dish of Eg- 


ypt. A heavy soup made from a green 
herb known as moulokhia, it is taken 
with rice, chicken or rabbit. 


ROME: Forget the calories and be 


tempted by the many varieties of pasta. 
It's just the opening course! 


We recommend spaghetti alia carbo- 


nara, featuring spaghetti and pieces of 
crisp bacon. Raw eggs are also used and 
the results are mouth-watering. 


Also try fritto misto di mare, a com- 


bination of deep fried calamari (squid) 
and gamberi (shrimp) 


Don't worry — you'll get to like squid. 


In this particular dish it looks just like 
fried onion rings, 


GENEVA: Two of the best known dish- 


es in Switzerland are fondue and raclette 
(melted cheese spread on boiled po- 
tatoes). 


Veal is always a good choice in Geneva 


as well as other Swiss cities. A particu- 
lar favorite is Emince de veau a la 
creme. Accompanied by rosti, a Swiss 
version of home-fried potatoes, this dish 
consists of paper-thin slices of veal, fried 
in butter and to which flour, and sour or 
sweet cream are later added. 


TEL AVIV: Gefilte fish is a delicacy 


that first won popularity among the Jew- 
ish communities of Poland and Germany 
in the late '30s. With the surge of immi- 
gration in Israel this has become a stan- 
dard and popular European Jewish dish. 


Unless the tourist is aware of cholent 


(short ribs or fat brisket, served with 
butter beans, potatoes, onions and dump- 
lings) he might miss tasting this delica- 
cy, which is available only on the Sab- 
bath. 


According to Jewish law and tradition, 


cooking is not permitted on the Sabbath, 
so cholent is prepared on Friday after- 
noon and cooked in a very low oven until 
midday on Saturday.

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May Become A Leading Subject 
A ir Science^Grotving School 


by PAt GERLACH 


Is air science destined to become one 


of the more popular subjects offered in 
area schools? 


The possibility is not unlikely, accord- 


ing to a panel of local educators that met 
last week at Schautnburg Airport to ex- 
plore the idea of including aviation stud- 
ies in a rapidly expanding catalog of 
learning experiences available to stu- 
dents of all ages. 


Conferring with representatives of Pi- 


per Aircraft Corporation, Harper Junior 
College and High School Dist. 211 faculty 
members expressed more than casual in- 
terest in aviation education. 


Currently, about 1300 high schools and 


400 colleges and universities throughout 
the nation offer aviation courses, accord- 
ing to James G. Schantz, Piper's air sci- 
ence education manager. 


Main objectives of aviation education 


are to create greater understanding and 
awareness of air transportation as it re- 
lates to individual citizens and modern 
society. It's also to provide for explor- 
ation of career opportunities in 
what 


Schantz terms "one of the nation's larg-' 
est and fastest growing industries." 


Aviation education also demonstrates a 


practical application of common physical 
science, mathematics and social studies 
concepts and utilizes a timely and highly 
interesting subject area for maximizing 
student motivation, he feels. 


Schantz said most high school aviation 


education programs are general elective 
academic courses designed to acquaint 
students with ali facets of aviation and 
air transportation. 


WHILE SOME HIGH schools offer 


flight instruction, this is not usually rec- 
ommended due to high cost and limited 
number of students who can benefit from 
such a program. Schantz maintains. 


"However, research has proven that 


the most successful programs include 
some type of actual flight experience, 
usually offered in cooperation with a lo- 
cal aircraft dealer or flight school," he 
added. 


Preflight aeronautics courses 
taught 


during World War II dealt primarily with 


the science of flight and aircraft oper- 
ation,, he explained. 


"Modern aviation education courses 


are much broader in scope focusing on 
many related areas such as the social- 
economic impact of, aviation, aviation 
history, career opportunities, theory of 
flight, meteorology, navigation, radio 
communications and regulation of air 
transport," said Schantz. 


Most aviation courses are presently 


racognteed by state and regional accred- 
iting agencies and carry credit toward 
college admission. 


He thinks aviation is relatively in- 


expensive to add to curriculum offerings 
and estimates initial costs at between 
SHOO and $1200 for a class consisting of 20 
students. 


Aviation education materials, including 


audio-visuals, t exts and 
supplemental 


items are available from many sources 
including companies such as Piper Air- 
craft, Schantz remarked. 


LOCAL SCHOOLS initiating aviation or 


aerospace instruction would, with little 
doubt, receive an assist in many areas 
from a' Piper Flite Ceriter at Schaum- 
burg Airport. 


With board of education approval, High 


School Dist.'211 could add such training 
to either summer school or adult educa- 
tion programs, according to 
Charles 


"Bud" Mueller. 


Mueller is summer school and adult 


education director for the high school 
district which serves Schaumburg and 
Palatine Townships. 


Though not yet presented to the board 


of education, a possible proposal might 
call for a "pilot" educational program to 
be offered at Schaumburg High School, 
he indicated. 


No less enthusiastic, but more cautious 


in approach, Robert Cormac, Ph.D., 
dean of Harper College careers program, 
and John Warren, Ph.D., divisional 
chairman of engineering at the -school, 
emphasized that they could not support a 
"disjointed" aviation course. 


"Since that would not be approved by 


the junior college board, we would either 
have to make a commitment to a two

Vote Is Scheduled June 10 
Park Tax Would Stay Low 
Even If Referendum OKd

Tax rates in the Hoffman Estates Park 


District will be below the average tax 
rate assessed by other districts in the 
area if the $1.1 million bond referendum 
for general park improvement is ap- 
proved on June 10, said park commis- 
sioner Fred Weaver. 


Weaver released figures at several re- 


cent community meetings showing the 


district's present rate per $100 equalized 
assessed valuation at ,290. The average 
for six communities near the Hoffman 
Estates Park District is .374. The six dis- 
tricts examined were Schaumburg, .336; 
Rolling Meadows, .434; Mount Prospect, 
.402; Palatine, .396; Arlington Heights, 
,350, and Harrington, .326. 


Hoffman Estates' new rate if the refer- 


endum is approved would be .366.

WEAVER POINTED out that all of the 


surrounding communities have approved 
park district referendums in the past few 
years. He said Hoffman Estates voters 
have not approved any such referen- 
dums. 


He said that three to five years from 


now there is a possibility of a tax rate 
reduction because several bond issues 
that the park district now has out- 
standing would be paid off. 


The cost of the proposed indoor swim- 


ming pool at the Hoffman Estates High 
School and the large-scale park devel- 
opment project proposed may cost the 
taxpayer less in the future because of 
increases in the district's assessed valu- 
ation. 


The park district has estimated the 


growth at about $5 million a year, Weav- 
er said, but last year, for example, the 
figure grew by more than $19 million. 


"What we have been telling the various 


groups is a very conservative estimate," 
Weaver said. 


NEW VALUATION figures from the 


county during the past few weeks have 
caused reevaluation of the* cost to the 
taxpayer. 


Initially the district said the typical tax 


bill would increase by about 9.72 per , 
year if the referendum wee approved. 
The figure now has been lowered to $8.74 
per year, or 73 cents per month. 


Weaver and other park officials also 


have explaned that there are no frills in 
the park district plans. 


Complete information about the costs 


and other aspects of the park programs 
are to be presented to many of the com- 
munity groups during the next few 
weeks. 


Kidney Recipient Encourages Cody

A Schaumburg teacher slated for a kid- 


ney transplant in June has received spe- 
cial encouragement from a former kid- 
ney recipient, a 14-year-old Hoffman Es- 
tates boy, 


Bobby Parks, son of Mr. and Mrs. Har- 


ry D. Parks, of 219 Jefferson Rd., 
r e c e n t l y wrote to Cody, 27, re- 
counting his success in receiving his fa- 
ther's kidney and entering a much richer 
life than he'd been able to lead before. 


Cody, a teacher at Schaumburg Ele- 


mentary School, underwent surgery May 
11 in which both his kidneys were re- 
moved. He has suffered from kidney dis- 
ease four years, and experienced exten- 
sive kidney dialysis treatments five 
weeks, prior to the surgery. A community 
blood drive benefiting Cody is being held 
Wednesday and a fund drive has netted 
$2.000 thus far. 


Cody was released from Billings Hospi- 


tal, Chicago, Friday, but still must re- 
turn three times a week for kidney 
dialysis treatments lasting six hours 
each session. 


The letter from Bobby "gave all of us 


just a big, big lift," said Cody's mother, 
who quoted her son as saying "these 
are all important letters, but somehow 
that one has a special shine to it.' " 


"I had a kidney transplant Jan. 3 at 


Illinois Research Hospital (Chicago). My 
dad gave me one of his kidneys," said 
Bobby. 


"I CAN RIDE A bicycle, walk and play 


baseball and basketball, but I can't play 
football. I can eat everything I want, like 
potato chips. My skin has changed to 
rosy red cheeks. I've gained 10 pounds 
and grown taller," Bobby told Cody. "I 
hope you do as well as I did," he closed. 


Mrs. Cody termed the letter heart- 


ening, and added "the fact a child 
thought to write it is just a boon." 


Bobby's kidney transplant was necessi- 


tated because of an illness so rare he 
was at one time the only known victim in 
the country, said Mrs. Parks. A surplus 
of Vitamin D produced calcium deposits 
in the kidneys, she said. Among restric- 
tions he lived under were the need to 
stay out of sunlight and a ban on drink- 
ing any milk not imported from England. 


The January transplant was actually 


the second one attempted. Bobby's own 
kidneys were removed a year and a half 
ago, when a cadaver organ was avail- 
able. The first try was not a success, 
apparently because the arteries leading 
to the transplant kidney were not kept 
long enough when it was removed from 
the donor, said Mrs. Parks. 


The Parks family with eight children 


aged four to 23 years, lived in Altamont, 
250 miles from Chicago, at the time, and 
she and Bobby arrived at the hospital 
just three hours after learning a kidney

Seek To Make 
Dog Owners 
'CleanUp'

Pails and shovels would be part of the 


turn-out gear for dog owners taking their 
canines off the home turf, if a Hoffman 
Estates homeowners group had its way. 


Robin Berglund, treasurer of the Bar- 


rington Square Improvement 
Associ- 


ation, has asked the village to enact leg- 
islation to solve "the significant health 
a n d property destruction 
problems 


caused by indiscriminate dog littering." 


In other words, Berglund wants a vil- 


lage "pooper scooper"Iaw, similar per- 
haps to one proposed but not adopted in 
Chicago last winter. 


"Unleashed dogs and dog littering 


have become serious problems for the 
residents of the Harrington Square subdi- 
vision," said Berglund in a letter to May- 
or Frederick Downey and the board of 
trustees, signed in the name of the asso- 
ciation's board of directors. "We are for- 
mally requesting the village board of 
trustees to enact suitable ordinances 
which will empower the citizens of Hoff- 
man Estates to protect themselves, their 
children and their property from the 
carelessness of some of the village's dog 
owners," said Berglund. 


The ordinance should include provi- 


sions for fines, collection of damages and 
the impounding of offending animals, the 
board suggests. 


But it appears there is little likelihood 


such an ordinance will be formally pro- 
posed for board consideration. 


MAYOR DOWNEY, who said he would 


"rather not" comment, added "I don't 
want to get involved in it." Downey h;id 
read the association's letter, but as of 
Thursday said he had not yet had a 
chance to reply.to it. The letter was 
dated May 1. 


Village Manager George Longmeyer 


agreed the letter pinpointed what "seems 
to be a major problem out there where a 
mass of people congregate in a small 
area." But essentially he considered it a 
situation to be dealt with the association. 


The solution "will have to come from 


the association and the people living out 
there having enough concern to not let 
the dogs run wild and leave droppings all 
over the place." 


Longmeyer pointed out the subdivi- 


sion's commonly owned property, while 
semi-public, is really. privately owned. 
Village ordinances could not be enforced 
there, he said. Even if ttiey technically 
could be enforced, realistically it would 


\ be difficult if not impossible, he said. 


"It's ridiculous to pass ordinances you 
can't enforce," he said. 


ONE MEANS which might solve the 


problem, said Longmeyer, would be for 
the association to enclose a portion of the 
common space, setting it aside for a dog 
run. 


• 
"Someone would have to maintain the 


exercise pen and keep it sanitary, but at 
least you've got it isolated. Then they 
can pass a rule or regulation that can 
ban the dogs from the common areas 
which can be generated for play and gen- 
eral use," Longmeyer said.

inspector was on the scene. Freyer said 
his office would only take action on the 
matter if there had been a violation of 
law. 


Such a demonstration would prompt no 


follow-up, in terms of adjudicating the 
employes' complaints, unless a formal 
grievance was filed, said D. Richard 
Froelke, a labor attorney in the regional 
labor counsel office. Froelke also was 
unaware of the demonstration. 


Employe dissatisfaction stemming from 


unresolved disputes or disagreements 
can be resolved through final binding ar- 
bitration, said Froelke, but it is up to the 
employes to initiate the grievance proce- 
dures. Unless they do, he said, his office 
can take no action.

Hose Water An Oasis For Creek-Cleaners

Cleaning a creek In early summer is 


something akin to a desert archeology 
expedition. It's hot, dirty work, and you 
never know what you're going to find 
down there. 


About 120 persons found their experi- 


ences slightly out of the ordinary as they 
cleaned creeks of Schaumburg and Hoff- 
man Estates Saturday. 


Some strange objects were found. In 


the west branch of the DuPage River, 
for example, were a-metal headboard 
from a bed, floor tiles, half a pair of ice 
skates, metal buckets fun of solidified 
concrete, an oil drum, fence potts, a rus- 
ted two-man saw and other Implements 
along with a lot of litter and just plain 
trash, Beer and pop containers made up 
a much smaller portion of the whole than 
some of the workers had expected. 


The river, though shallow for. this time 


of year, concealed a lot. Extra bags were 
begged from houses along the way to 
contain the mess. 


But the garbage choking the creek was 


expected. If it hadn't been there, the 
workers wouldn't have been'called out. 
Or at least some other work would have 
been found for them to do. 


THE SURPRISES came more from the 


people. This was a little strange, because 
it can be generally assumed they were, 
dedicated to preserving what nature of- 
fers, if not for all their days, at least for 
that one special day. 


But even dedicated people can com-, 


plain when the going gets rough. When 
their trash bags are full and heavy, 
splitting at the seams, and a roadway 
collection point looks a day's journey 
away on the map, a little griping should 
be allowed. 


But there wasn't any. 'The volunteers 


were too busy working and having fun to 
complain seriously about the foul-smell- 
ing water, the heavy debris or the muck 
that threatened to pull off a boot and 
keep it forever. 


The workers were mostly < women and 


children — some surprisingly young chil- 
dren at that. 


They met non-workers along the way, 


mostly homeowners who's property back- 
ed up to the creeks. Especially appre- 
ciated were those who climbed down to 
the banks to offer iced, water or tea, soft. 
drinks or a spray from the hose. Without 
these "comfort stations," the mud coats 
might have gotten so thick a volunteer 
wold have been unable to move. And that 
cold hose water was a real oasis. 


A few neighbors roused just the slight- 


est grain of resentment. They may not 
have caused the rubble, but you couldn't 
help wondering why they weren't out 
there with the volunteers, doing then* bit 
to clean it up. The cleaning was of direct 
and Immediate benefit to them. Some 
had the grace to look a little abashed and 
pitch in and work in the stretches at 
their property lines. Others offered a sal- 
ly that brought a laugh. But there were 
those who ignored the cleaning crews or 
showed mild disfavor. 


Even a "do-gooder" likes to be appre- 


ciated.

summer in Winnipeg, Canada. 


Wheeling High School Prin. Tom Shir- 


ley, who was specifically criticized by 
Brick, declined comment on the resigna- 
tion.

"I 
think perhaps he may have been some- 
what extreme in his criticism," he said, 
"but I think most of the directors would 
agree there is an overemphasis in the 
district on marching bands and com- 
petition." 


Elliot added he prefers to put most of 


his emphasis on the. concert band rather 
that the marching band because "I've 
never regarded music as an athletic 
sport." 


ELLIOT, WHOSE marching band took 


a first place at the Chicago St. Patrick's 
Day parade, said, "I do like our march- 
ing band to look sharp when it appears, 
but I don't see much educational value in 
taking the band 200 miles for a parade." 


Several of the directors also said they 


have felt pressure from parents about 
their bands. Caneva, whose Hersey band 
often competes with Wheeling, said the 
rivalry between the two schools is 
"mainly between the parents. There is a 
tremendously fine relationship between 
the kids." 


Peterson said the Elk Grove bands do 


not have a formal parents' organization, 
"at least partly because I would rather 
have the program oriented to the kids 
and not to pleasing band parents." 


Several of the directors also agreed

He termed 
his own position "superficial." 


Student Band Pres. Jerry McGlothin 


said yesterday some band members dis- 
agree with Brick and believe their con- 
certs are 
educational. However, 


McGlothin said band members have 
agreed to make no formal statement on 
the resignation because they want to con- 
centrate on winning a competition this 
summdr in Winnipeg, Canada. 


Wheeling High School Prin. Tom Shir- 


ley, who was specifically criticized by 
Brick, declined comment on the resigna- 
tion. 


High School Dist. 214 Supt. Edward

Charge Man With Theft By Deception 


A California man, who allegedly has 


been passing bad checks and masquerad- 
ing as a CIA agent in the Mount Pros- 
pect area, will appear today in Mies 
Court on charges of theft by deception. 


Phillip T. Abell, 25, of Long Beach, 


was arrested May 12 in Little Rock, 
Ark., and extradited to Mount Prospect. 
After an appearance in court last week, 
psychiatric examinations were scheduled 
for Abell. 


According to police, Abell wrote three 


checks that were deposited at the Mount 
Prospect State Bank. Two of these, for 
$11,567.25 each, were cashed for him by a 
29-year old Mount Prospect woman. A 
third, for $180,000, was not honored by

The insufficiently funded checks were 


drawn against the Los Angeles Inter- 
national Airport branch of the Bank of 
America. The account was opened March 
29, 1972. The three checks were dated 
March 30, April 6 and April 6. 


ACCORDING TO police, the woman 


met Abell last February in Hawaii, while 
she was vacationing with her father. The 
pair corresponded by telephone and let- 
ter until he came to Mount Prospect 
Feb. 27-30. 


Abell then allegedly left for the Philip- 


pine Islands where, he said, he was un- 
der contract as a professional golfer. 
When he returned to Mount Prospect in 


mid-March, AbeH and the woman be- 
came engaged. 


After a trip to London, Abell allegedly 


bought a car with the woman in In- 
dianapolis for about $6,000. The first 
check for $11,567.25 was written to her to 
cover, in part, the cost of the vehicle. 
The second check was allegedly written 
to cover the cost of a second car, pur- 
chased after the first car was involved in 
an accident. 


By this time, Abell had disappeared 


and the bank was advising the woman 
that the checks were no good. When she 
finally heard from him, by telephone 
April 9, he contended he was a CIA agent 
and had left the car in a Washington 
D.C. parking lot.

Percy Relented, 
Took School Job

Two 
weeks ago Richard Percy 


wouldn't even consider taking a job as 
superintendent of Mount Prospect Dist. 
sr. 


Yet last Monday Percy accepted the 


job for the 1972-73 school year at a salary 
of $25,500. 


He credits popular demand as a large 


influence on his decision. "1 wasn't even 
remotely interested In the job," Percy 
said, sitting in the tiny office where he 
now performs part of his job as Dist. 57 
assistant superintendent in charge of in- 
struction. "When I left the superintend- 
ency In Kalamazoo, Mich., I said I'd nev- 
er do it again. But staff members and 
citizens here were asking me to throw 
my hat in the ring." 


When Percy replaces Eric Sahlberg 


July 1. he will be facing the task of run- 
ning a district that is beset by financial 
woes and public discontent. Percy has 
little to say about his plans for the dis- 
trict, preferring to save his comments 
until after he takes over July 1. He 
stressed that Sahlberg is still making the 
decisions until then. 


PERCY, WHO HAS been in Dist. 57 


since 1969, attributes the public dis- 
content, at least in part, to the times. "I 
think Dist. 57 is much like the United 
States and much like the world," Percy 
said. "People are full of tensions and 
frustrations that are not of our owndoing. 
People are concerned about pollution, 
the economy, the war and that all has an 
impact on them. They are uptight about 
life and insecure because their patterns 
of life are being changed. This in turn 
affects the district." 


But Percy believes there are people in 


the district "who still will support it in 
times of a crisis." He bases his belief on 
his past three years in the district, work- 
ing closely with both the public and the 
faculty: "It's a small district, so I've 
gotten to know people," be said. 


Om thing Percy considers crucial to 


his job is people. "I have this philoso- 
phy," he explained, "I don't think it 
makes any difference how sound you are 
philosophically and how logical your ire 
. . ., if you don't have people to follow 
your philosophy or logic you have noth- 
ing." 


Percy learned something about himself 


and now he felt that people during the 
years he was in — and out — of college. 


He started college after high school but 


soon found "it just wasn't for me." So he 
dropped out. 


THE NEXT THREE years he traveled 


across the country pumping gas, painting 
buildings and sometimes helping with 
harvests. 
; 


"It was such a soul-less kind of activi- 


ty,'' Percy said. "I found myself more 
interested in the products than in the 
people." And it was at that point, he 
said, "I decided I just didn't want to 
pump gas anymore," ' 


With a scholarship, $10 in his pocket 


and no place to stay, Percy returned to 
college at Western Michigan University 
and got his bachelor's degree. He started 
teaching in a one-room rural school in 
1936. 


Percy went on to obtain his master's 


degree from Wayne State University and 
his doctorate from Columbia University 
In curriculum development. After several 
teaching jobs, he worked his way up to 
superintendent in his native Kalamazoo. 
Of his 22% years as an educator there, 
he served seven as superintendent of the 
district of more than 20.000 students. 


GROWING TIRED of the paperwork, 


("By the time something came across 
my desk everything had been done and 
all I had to do was sign it."), Percy left 
Kalamazoo in 1969. "I have my doctorate 
in instruction, and in my declining years 
I just wanted to work in what I special- 
ized in," said Percy, now 81. 


Thirty-six years after his first teaching 


job, Percy still tries to teach whenever 
he can by doing substitute teaching "ev- 
ery chance I get." 


Percy is impressed with the students 


he sees today: "Kids today are smarter, 
more honest and forthright and'less like- 
ly to take directions without knowing the 
reason why," Percy said. "They are a 
lot more capable than they used to be.'' 


But sometimes, Percy believes, chil- 


dren lead lives that are too scheduled. 
"They go to school, then it's time for 
their ballet lesson, then they go to the 
YMCA. Sometimes I wonder — when dp 
they have a chance to make mud pies?"

Reactions Mixed To Band Remarks

Reaction to the resignation last week 


of Wheeling High School Band Dir. Irwin 
Brick has been mixed, ranging from in- 
dignation to mild agreement. 


Brick, who had been band director at 


the school for three years, resigned his 
post last week with a statement criti- 
cizing the school's band program. De- 
spite his grievances, he said he wants to 
continue working at Wheeling High 
School as a music teacher. 


Brick charged the band program puts 


priority on marching contests at the ex- 
pense of music education. The adminis- 
tration, he said, is exploiting the band 
for public relations purposes. He termed 
his own position "superficial." 


Student Band Pres. Jerry McGlothin 


said yesterday some band members dis- 
agree with Brick and believe their con- 
certs a're educational. However, 
McGlothin said band members have 
agreed to make no formal statement on 
the resignation because they want to con- 
centrate on winning a competition this 
summer in Winnipeg, Canada. 


Wheeling High School Prin. Tom Shir- 


ley, who was specifically criticized by 
Brick, declined, comment on the resigna- 
tion. 


High School Dist. 214 Supt. Edward 


Gilbert said yesterday he does not be- 
lieve the district's music programs are 
one-sided and said he hoped "our pro- 
grams will be balanced between the per- 
forming part and the development of mu- 
sicianship." 


HE ADDED neither the district's 


board of education nor the central ad- 
ministration put pressure on band direc- 
tors to perform. "We are kind of amazed 
sometimes at the amount of participation 
there is by the bands and the interest 
many of the parents have in it " 


"Mr. Brick was expressing his opinion 


and I have to commend him for the deci- 
sion he made to withdraw himself from 
his position because what he was doing 
apparently conflicts with his personal 
values." 


Band directors from three other schools 


in Dist. 214 said they do not think they 
were pressured by their administrations 
into making appearances they felt were 
unjustified. 


"If there were pressures on his pro- 


gram they were from his specific situ- 
ation," Lendell King, band director at 
Rolling Meadows High School, said. "I 
don't think the district has a policy forc- 
ing anyone to compete in a lot of things." 


Don Caneva, director at Hersey, and 


Doug Peterson at Elk Grove agreed they 
felt no pressure from their adminis- 
trations. Peterson said, "In our case we 
have zero pressure from the adminis- 
tration to perform anywhere. Whether a 
band performs or not is, primarily dic- 
tated by the director and only secondar- 
ily by the administration." 


However, Fred Elliot, band director at 


Forest View High School, said he agreed 
in part with the things Brick said. "I 
think perhaps he may have been some- 
what extreme in his criticism," he said, 
"but I think most of the directors would 
agree there is an overemphasis in the 
district on marching bands and com- 
petition." 


Elliot added he prefers to put most of 


his emphasis on the concert band rather 
that the marching band because "I've

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Special Census 
To Be Taken 
Here Next Month 


The U.S. Census Bureau will conduct a 


special door-to-door population count in 
Arlington Heights next month at the 
request of the village board. 


The special census is being held so that 


the village will receive the full amount of 
state revenue to which it is entitled 
based upon its population size. 


Approximately 125 local residents will 


be employed by the Census Bureau to 
contact each household and to collect the 
population data. 


Census work will begin about June 23 


and will take two to three weeks to com- 
plete, according to Asst, Village Mgr. 
Darryl Kenning, 


A special census office will be set up 


behind the old Arlington Nursing Home 
at 115 W. Fremont St. 


The village board voted last winter to 


pay for the special census, which is ex- 
pected to cost about $20,500. 


Census workers win be paid $10 for at- 


tending a training session and 11 cents 
for each properly enumerated name. A 
diligent enumerator should be able to 
earn from $16 to $24 for an eight-hour 
day, Kenning said. 


Residents interested in working as enu- 


merators may make application imme- 
diately at the Finance Department on the 
first floor of the Municipal Building, 33 S. 
Arlington Heights Rd. 


EMPLOYMENT tests and interviews 


will be held on June 16 and 19 and train- 


ing will be scheduled during the week of 
June 19. 


The village requested the special cen- 


sus because several state revenue funds 
are shared with local communities on a 
per capita basis. 


These include the Motor Fuel Tax 


Fund, currently about $8 per person per 
year, and the state income tax, currently 
about $7 per person. 


The proposed federal revenue sharing 


program will also be based in part on 
population. 


Kenning said it would take about two 


weeks for census enumerators to cover 
the entire village. After all the data has 
been collected, it will taken another 60 
days before the census count is officially 
certified, he said. 


Arlington Heights has had previous 


special censuses, one in 1966 and one in 
1968, Kenning said. 


BETWEEN 1960 and 1970, village popu- 


lation grew from 27,878 to 64,844, an in- 
crease of 132.7 per cent, according to fi- 
nal U.S. Census counts. 


Buffalo Grove completed a special cen- 


sus last month. Preliminary reports in- 
dicate that Buffalo Grove's population 
rose from about 11,000 to 15,000 in the 
two years since the last official census. 


Schaumburg held its special census in 


March. Preliminary reports there in- 
dicate that the population climbed from 
18,000 to 25,060. 


Population Gains Bring 
Boost In State Allocation 


by KURT BAER 


The growth of Arlington Heights from 


a town of 27,000 in 1962 to a village with 
an estimated population today of 70,000 is 
mirrored in the cost and demand for vil- 
lage services. 


The population gains that next month's 


special census will record will mean in- 
creases in important state revenues allo- 
cated to Arlington Heights. But it also 
will spell the need for new municipal 
programs and services to meet the pres- 
sures and demands of a growing popu- 
lation. 


Ten years ago, Arlington Heights oper- 


ated on a budget of $4.2 million. During 
the next 12 months, the village will spend 
nearly $11.5 million on various programs 
and services. 


One indicator of this increase is the 


village tax rate. In fiscal 1961-62, the tax 
rate for the Village of Arlington Heights 
was 49.2 cents per $100 equalized as- 
sessed valuation. 


Last month the County Clerk an- 


nounced a 1971-72 tax rate of 70 cents per 
$100 equalized assessed valuation for the 
village, a 42 per cent increase. 


ANOTHER MEASURE of the village's 


growth is found in multiplying the total 


assessed valuation of property. In 1961- 
62, village real estate was worth slightly 
more than $100 million. Last year the to- 
tal worth of property in Arlington 
Heights was set at nearly $267 million. 


The movement of industry, building of 


homes and apartments, banks and new 
shopping centers and the annexation in 
1969 of Arlington Park Race Track all 
contributed to the rapid growth of Arling- 
ton Heights assessed valuation. 


Specific comparisons between the 1962- 


63 village budget and the budget ap- 
proved last month show that the general 
government account, that part of the 
budget that funds directly all the various 
departments of the village, including the 
police and fire departments, has grown 
from $979,000 to $4.4 million. 


The police department budget was 


$260.536 in 1962. This year it tops $1.3 
million. Size of the department has in- 
creased from 40 employes — including 25 
patrolmen —10 years ago to 106 employ- 
es, including 53 patrolmen, today. 


The fire department has burgeoned 


from a force of seven firefighters, 23 vol-

If buildings could talk, the recently 


burned out candy store and antique shop 
at 123 E. Davis St. could tell the story of 
the growth of Arlington Heights. 


In 1903, Uriel A. Reese built the two- 


story structure for a furniture and under- 
taking business. Reese also owned a liv- 
ery stable at 115 E. Davis. The Reese 
family lived above the business until 
1916, 


Florence Elfeld, daughter and only 


child of the Reeses, is still a resident of 
Arlington Heights. 


"I didn't help with the businesses — 


those were school days for me," said 
Mrs. Elfeld. She took schooling seriously, 
too. After graduating from Arlington 
Heights schools, she went to Beloit Col- 
lege for her B.A. then the University of 
Wisconsin for her M.A. She taught at Ar- 


lington High School. 


According to Wayne Kliner, who with 


his wife and two sons have lived above 
the store for the past 19 years, the build- 
ing could outlive any building built to- 
day. 


" T h o u g h some sub-flooring was 


charred in the fire, the frame was not 
even damaged," said Kliner, who is a 
carpenter. "They knew how to build 
houses in those days. Take the plaster, 
for example. It's made of horsehair, 
which is one of the best fireproofings 
around." 


REESE OWNED the building until 1945 


when Nicholas Lattof bought it. Between 
1920, when Reese sold out to Lauterburg 
and Oehler, and 1945, a myriad of stores 
occupied the building. 


In 1920, Gage Motor Sales occupied the 


building. Then, in about 1922, a restau- 


rant moved in. Between 1922 and 1935 
several restaurants came and went, in- 
cluding Olson's Restaurant, Casey's Tav- 
ern, Jacoby's Restaurant and Agnas Firn- 
bach's Restaurant. 


"I remember Olson's 
Restaurant," 


said Walter Krause, local real estate 
agent. "It was raided during the prohibi- 
tion era."' 


During the years Reese owned the 


building it was also a Kurtz Tire Store 
and a Chinese hand laundry. 


Just after Lattof purchased the proper- 


ty, Schiller's House Furnishings moved 
in. Before Ma and Pa's Candy store 
moved in seven years ago, Hanson Real 
Estate occupied the building for a, few 
years. Gatehouse Antiques, Ltd., took 
over half the building, previously used as 
an ice cream shop, nearly four years 
ago.

It added that he creates a working at- 


mosphere that fosters loyalty, integrity 
and consideration of others and team 
work. According to the entry, he builds 
self-esteem in those people around him 
and* makes each one feel an important 
part of the team. 


The entry further stated, "Even though 


he is superintendent of a large and grow- 
ing school district, with heavy responsi- 
bilities, you can find him teaching a first 
grade reading class, working in clay in 
an art class, playing the role of an In- 
dian chief at a class 'pow wow,' or teach- 
ing a group of 'students how to skip 
rope." 


IT CONTINUED, "No matter where he 


is or what he is doing, he makes each 
individual feel good about himself. He 
believes strongly in the dignity of work 


and man, and he is a man who is at 
peace with himself and right with the 
world. 


"That's our boss," the statement con- 


cluded. 


Gill, who was sitting in the audience 


and unaware of the award about to be 
bestowed upon him, said after receiving 
the engraved plaque: 


"As the above description was being 


read, I though, what nice things to say 
about a person."

Water and sewer were as important to 


the Arlington Heights of 10 years ago as 
they .are today. 


In 1962, the village budgeted $2.5 mil- 


lion on water and sewer improvements. 
Ten years later, the village is allocating 
more than $2.8 million. 


Ten years ago the village was finishing 


work on Well 8 and drilling Well 9. Today 
it is finishing Wells 11 and 12 and has 
begun work in its 13th deep water well. 


Arlington Heights had no solid waste 


disposal system in 1962. Today it oper- 
ates the landfill at a projected annual 
cost of $298,460. 


The Arlington Heights Memorial Li- 


brary, governed by an independent board 
but financed through the village board of 
trustees, also has grown with Arlington 
Heights. 


In 1962, library bonds and interest cost 


$7,200. This year, four years after the 
opening of a new library building, nearly 
$159,000 will go towards bonds and inter- 
est costs. 


Last year the Arlington Heights library 


purchased more books than any other li- 
brary in die state except Chicago and its 
operating budget this year is more than 
$1.1 million. Ten years ago it operated on 
$75,000. 


THe INCREASE in population shows

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Collier's Bill 
Would Force FAA 
Action On Noise 


by LEON SHURE 


U. S. Rep. Harold Collier, R-10, will 


introduce legislation iff Congress this 
week to force the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration (FAA) to decrease jet noise 
from O'Hare Airport. 


The bill, first piece of legislation sug- 


gested by a suburban organization of leg- 
islators and public officials formed last 
summer by Rep. Collier, would require 
swift FAA creation of maximum noise 
level standards and enforcement of those 
standards through changes in jet engines 
and flight procedures. 


Collier told the Herald yesterday, in a 


telephone interview that the FAA would 
be required to create noise standards 
within 90 days of the bill's passage into 
law. The FAA has "dragged its feet" for 
more than two years since it was author- 
ized by Congress to create noise .stan- 
dards around airports, Collier said. 


If the FAA does not form the standards 


in time, the U. S. Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency would be authorized to 
create them, he said. 


Collier described the bill as a "major 


step in the direction of getting some re- 
lief" from noise. He indicated that the 
bill may receive enough Congressional 
support to become law within the next 
few month!). 
->» 


After standards are set, the public 


could demand through the courts that the 
FAA uae its enforcement powers, he 
said..The FAA has the authority to deny 
airlines and airport operators, such as 
the City of Chicago, the right to operate 
aircraft, according to Collier. 


The FAA could order use of steeper 


take-off or landing patterns, measures 
used at several airports to cut jet noise, 
or the FAA could order efforts to dampen 
noise from jet engines, he said. 


At present, the federal government has 


"no check on airport noise," he said, and 
the FAA is primarily concerned with air- 
port safety. 


An FAA study is now being conducted 


to determine whether sharper take-offs 
and landings at O'Hare would create a 
safety problem, FAA spokesmen an- 
nounced last summer. 


In answer to critics wh6 want the air- 


port closed at night, FAA spokesmen 
have said that only the City of Chicago 
can close the airport. 


Federal courts have always upheld 


FAA authority over flight procedures, 
and have ruled that municipalities and 
other governments cannot impose noise 
ordinances and standards to reduce air- 
port noise. 


In April, FAA officials at O'Hare 


agreed to extend night-time, noise reduc- 
ing procedures so that Des Plaines would 
be subjected to less noise pollution. 


These night-time procedures, in which 


departing planes are sent over the North- 
west tollways and areas west of O'Hare, 
now begin at 10 p.m., instead of 11 p.m., 
and last until 8 p.m., instead of the pre- 
vious procedure of resuming normal 
flight patterns at 7 p.m. 
( 
The FAA also agreed to experiment 


with dispersing flights over a wider area, 
during day-light hours, instead of con- 
centrating flights over western Des 
Plaines and eastern Mount Prospect, 


The procedures were adopted at the 


urging of Des Plaines city officials, who 
recently adopted a noise control ordi- 
nance, directed at O'Hare, which they 
expect to be challenged in court, 


COLLIER SAID the proposed law to 


urge swift FAA creation of noise stan- 
dards, was suggested by Terrence Deka 
and George Franks, both members of the 
.Suburban 
Aircraft Noise Abatement 


Coordinating Committee. 


This committee was formed last sum- 


mer, after a Northeastern Illinois Plan- 
ning Commission report that more than 
500,000 persons would be subjected to un- 
healthy noise levels from O'Hare by 1975 
if action were not taken. 


The report also indicated that more 


than half of Des Plaines would be fit only 
for well-insulated apartment buildings by 
1975.

Some promoters are taking advantage 


of the charitable instincts of local resi- 
dents and businessmen to peddle tickets 
to traveling circus shows, 'according to 
representatives of two area schools for 
the handicapped. 


Circus promoters are using without au- 


thorization the names of Clearbrook Cen- 
ter in Rolling Meadows and Countryside 
Center in Palatine in sales pitches to 
people in this area, according to Judy 
Najolia, public relations director at 
Clearbrook, 'and Ralph Walberg, execu- 
tive director of Countryside. 


Mrs. Najolia said the pitchmen often 


are professional promoters who repre- 
sent themselves as members of local civ- 
ic groups who legitimately sponsor cir- 
cuses .each year. 


' They use Clearbrook's name to sell 
tickets and create the false impression 
that Clearbrook benefits from the sale. 


THE WAY it works, she said, is that 


the promoters of the circus call business- 
men, for example, and ask them if they 
would like to buy 25 tickets for1 Clear- 
brook, to send the children in the day 
school there to the circus. 


In the past, Mrs.'1 Najolia said, the cen- 


ter has received many more tickets than 
it could use because the promoters call 
several people and use tiie same pitch. 
Clearbrook gets no money from the sale 
of tickets to these circuses. 
• 


The problem has come up again as ad- 


vance salesmen have been pushing tick- 
ets for a June 26 King Bros. Three Ring 
Circus, which will perform in Heritage 
Park in Wheeling.

"I don't think 
the 20-cent tax'hike last year was passed 
with the thought of allowing no raises 
and cutting back teachers." 


Teachers oppose the postponement in 


negotiations, according to Mrs. White. 
"There is much of the package the board 
opened up they have not discussed with 
us," she said, pointing to several RTEA 
demands and board proposals to change 
language in the current contract. "We 
feel Zwieback's refusal to make further 
proposals and counterproposals is absurd 
at this point." 


Zwieback pointed out the board has au- 


thorized hiring of a counselor .at River 
Trail Junior High School, thus meeting 
one of the teachers' demands. "We used 
some of the available monies for a coun- 
selor," he said. 


While teachers were enthused over the 


hiring of the counselor, Mrs. White said, 
"Now we understand teachers are pay-, 
ing for that man's salary, and we can't 
afford that." ' 


Both parties agreed no progress was 


made at the Thursday meeting. Zwie- 
back said he suggested teachers call in a 
representative of the Illinois Education 
Association (TEA) to provide an "experi- 
ence factor." He said, "It's impossible to 
negotiate with a group who does not un- 
derstand the meanings of a counter- 
proposal the board might make." 


Mrs. White said the RTEA didn't con- 


sider Zwieback's comment a formal 
request. She said RTEA representatives 
would meet with all teachers Thursday 
to discuss "the course of negotiations." •

He said Countryside's name, like 


Clearbrook, is being used to sell circus 
tickets without the center's permission. 


"The circus makes the biggest money 


off this," Walberg said. "If someone 
buys and sends us 50 tickets and we send 
one to each family, the family has to buy 
more tickets to go to the circus." 


WALBERG SAID he has inquired to 


learn if the tickets can be used by other 
members of a family, beside the child 
who attends the Countryside day school, 
and has been told this can't be done. 


Walberg dislikes these tactics and feels 


it links Countryside unfairly to an oper- 
ation that may not be dishonest but is 
certainly not strictly ethical.

Dear Dorothy: I like to square dance 


and wear the full crinoline slips under 
my full dresses. However, after a few 
Jaunderings, the nylon net slips are no 
longer bouncy and full. They are ex- 
pensive and really too good to discard. Is 
there any way to restore them to be 
bouffant again? Would welcome any sug- 
gestions -Marie Caviani. 


No reason why you can't use the same 


method that so many use to give life to 
limp nylon curtains. One way is to dis- 
solve 1 cup Epsom salts in a cup hot 
water and when dissolved add 1 quart 
cold water. Dip the slips in and then 
drip-dry. One reader reported she dipped 
her curtains in a solution of liquid 
starch. Another used a % cup starch to l 
gallon of water. Never wring — always 
drip-dry. The best way to dry this type of 
slip is the way me dries crinolines: Put 
* piece of plastic over an opened um- 
brella and arrange the slips over it. Bet- 
ter ideas than these will be welcomed.

Glad you brought this up. I've become 


so in the habit of stressing risks I've 
been accused of being the original "ner- 
vous Nellie." There's danger in prac- 
tically every chemical — even too much 
water or plain table salt can be dan- 
gerous. Keep your pet inside when using 
copper sulfate and when it dries you will 
have no worries. 


Dear Dorothy: I know you've had two 


elegant prune cake recipes in your col- 
umn but I'd like to mention an easier 
way to get almost the same result: Just 
add chopped, cooked, pitted prunes to 
your favorite spice cake mix. Bake and 
there you are.

And The Session Goes On 


Local Efforts In Recording Field 


Recording levels are checked before the session begins.

Watching the 6 p.m. news on Chicago's 


channel 44, you probably never realized 
that the show's musical theme was 
recorded in Arlington Heights. 


In fact, you probably didn't know that 


anything was recorded in Arlington 
Heights. It's not like Los Angeles, Nash- 
ville, New York or Detroit. But it does 
have a recording studio, namely Karma, 
at 1033 E. Algonquin Rd. 


Karma is the pet project of Eric ,Det- 


meyer, a young man who "owned a bit of 
hi-fi equipment" and who, a little over a 
year ago, began recording local groups. 


His studio is an old converted house 


and the recording sessions start about 7 
p.m. and last until two in the morning. 
During the day, Detmeyer works as 
recording engineer for Advance Studios 
in Chicago. 


CURRENTLY, Detmeyer and his engi- 


neer, Mark Dodge, are aiming toward 


producing educational training material 
for businesses. 


But over the past months, they have 


been doing a lot of demonstration tapes. 
They take a local song writers' material. 
Then they get a local singer. The song is 
recorded in the style of the group or per- 
former whom they are trying to interest 
in the material. 


Pictured here is one such effort. The 


writing team calls itself the Boss Music 
Co, and is based in Roselle. Jim Stout is 
the lyricist and John Blasucci, a teach- 
er at Forest View High School in Arling- 
ton Heights, writes the music. 


Their- singer is Patricia Roig, of Ar- 


lington Heights. During this session they 
were doing a song they hope to sell to 
Sergio Mendes and Brazil 77. So the song 
was sung in the group's style. 


The tape is then sent off and, while it 


is not forgotten, there are other things to 
record. And the session goes on.
